The code that Steve Modena wrote for Jack is broken. It should not 

replace a multipart/alternative MIME encoding it doesn't like with the 
nasty message. It should just remove that multipart/alternative encoding 
entirely. I'd looked at the code before, but both versions were in 
languages I'd never had to learn (PERL and Python). Since then, I've 
learned Python, so I should be able to £ix the Python version of the 

code to make it behave correctly. (I still resist learning PERL. Too ugly.) 


The problem is that he replaces the multipart/alternative data with the 
nasty message, and then changes the encoding to 7bit. That is an 
encoding that some mail readers prefer over the encoding of the other 
plain-text multipart/alternative encoding, and you see the message. 


The only time the nasty message should go into a multipart/alternative 


is when there is only one alternative, and it's not one of the plain 
text formats. 


Of course, the nasty message should continue to replace attachments, but 
they aren't multipart/alternative, they are a different MIME part type. 


(This is probably gibbish to most of you, but I've been working on 
networking protocols for 23 years...)
